Martin Winter 


Yields to Brief Illness. 


After an illness of less than a week, 


Martin Winter, one of Gettysburg's most 
useful citizens, died at his home at 5:30 o'- 
clock on Friday morning 
Death was 


caused by paralysis, complicated with 
uraemic poisoning and other condition . 
-He was in his (56th year. Though not of 
robust constitution for years, Mr, Winter 
was able to attend to his business until 
last Saturday when he sustained :i slight 
stroke of apoplexy. Sunday his condition 
was found to be much worse and he sank 
gradually until the end came on Friday. 
On Tuesday evening aweek he attended 
the monthly meeting of the town council 
of which he was a member. He fell while 
leaving the building but no special import- 
ance was attached to this mishap. Sev- 
eral days later, however, he had another 
fall in hi.s ollice. and he grew weaker daily, 
the attack of apoplexy coming as a climax 
to his failing condition. Mr Winter was 
a marked type of tjie self-made man. 
Starting in life with no financial means, 
earning his wuv through several schools, 
entering an ambitious business career, and 
launching projects which required fore 
fight and faith, he accomplished results 
which will stand for many years as monu- 
ments to his courage and persistent effort 
for the betterment of the town. He was 
a son of the late Mr. and Mrs Peter Win- 
ter and was a native and life-long resident 
of Gettysburg 
During his active life he 


was engaged in the insurance and real es- 
tate business, and did mnre toward the 
building un and improving of the county 
seat than uny other known citizen. Mr. 
Winter was serving his second term as a 
mc-nber of the town council when he was 
fatally stricken. He leaves one brother 
aad one sister, Joseph Winter, of New Ox- 
ford, and Miss Mary Winter, of Emmits- 
burg.

The French captured the town and 
railway station of Corey and the farm 
and chateau of St. Paul, south of Sols*

This gain of ground serves 
further to protect the forest of Vil- 
lers-Cotterets, which forms a bulwark 
of the defense of Complegne, 
On the British front, south of the 
Somme, Field Marshal Haig’s Infant­ 
ry pushed further forward, gaining 
ground 
east* of 
Villers-Bretonneux 
which stands as an Important defense 
of the allied base at Amiens. 
The net result of the French opera 
tions of the last few days, together 
with 
an 
earlier operation

north, late in June, is that the French 
front now runs in almost a straight 
line’along a series of strong positions 
for twelve miles from the Aisne south­ 
ward below Corey. 
The Italian forces in Albania are 
continuing their offensive.

for machine gun training. 
While these schools will begin Im­ 
mediately, they will be continuous, 
and applicants may apply for adm's- 
sion at any time during the summer.

tured from the Teutons, and then hit 
back a smashing blow which must 
have been a crushing hamper for the 
foe on a day when his morale must 
be at top notch to insure success In 
this latest great game for a decision. 
In the offensive itself, which ex­ 
tends from Chateau Thierry as far 
as the Main do Massiges, thirty-two 
miles east of Rhelms, the German 
picked 
shock 
divisions are for tin» 
first time testing American steel In a 
great battle, and every desnatch from 
the front fells of the veteran-like val­ 
or and tenacity with which the Ameri­ 
cans arc lighting. 
In sectors where resistance to the 
last was ordered they “fought and 
died where they stood," and the units 
that backed them up showed up or even 
entirely chocked the itorinan onrush. 
In 
other 
sectors 
strategy 
dictated 
withdrawal, and In those cases they 
drew hack, battling yard for yard, ex­ 
acting fearful toll. 
On the right wing of their center, 
south of the Marne, the GeVmans had 
advanced up to noon som e four miles 
and wore standing before the town 
of Condo-en-Riio, eight miles south­ 
east of (’bateau Thierry. 
That is, at 
this filing, the only definite indication 
of the attackers’ progress. 
Simultaneously with the opening of 
the drive, monster missiles from the 
“political cannon” began to fall Into 
Paris. 
It is permissible fo state that the 
French command regarded the situa­ 
tion as satisfactory. 
The Americans 
yielded slightly between Fossey and 
RIver-sur-Melin in the initial phase of 
the battle, but restored their posi­ 
tions in dashing counter attaeks. 


Fighting Ranks With Fiercest of War. 
Some 
of 
the 
severest 
fighting 
of the war is taking place» at the 
front between ('bateau Thierry and 
the Main-de-Massignes, along a front 
of about fifty miles. 
The most violent engagements are 
occurring in the neighborhood of Dor­ 
mans on the Marne, where the Ger­ 
mans 
are 
attempting to cross the 
ri ver. 
The latest information shows (he 
enemy demonstration on the eastern 
limits of the Champagne is being held 
by the French army under the com­ 
mand of one of the most brilliant of 
France’s soldiers, who made his repu­ 
tation In the colonies and at the Dar­ 
danelles. 
The German infantrymen launched 
their attack about dawn. 
They were 
accompanied to the east of Rhelms 
by a large number of tanks. 
These, 
however, were met by the admirable 
defenses of the French. 
The gigantic battle started at mid­ 
night with one of the heaviest prepa­ 
rations of artillery over experienced 
from the Gorman side. 
The French, 
seeing indications of the attack com­ 
ing, however, had begun their counter 
preparation 
an 
hour earlier. 
This 
greatly disturbed the enemy. 
On the north side 
of 
the 
river 
Marne in the woods and ravines the 
Germans had been enabled to concen­ 
trate pontoons and lattice work bridg­ 
es for a passage of the sream. 
When 
they approached, however, they found 
that their temporary crossing p ’aces 
were being enfiladed, and their efforts 
must have cost them 
tfie 
heaviest 
losses. 
How many German divisions wer*? 
thrown Into the battle is not known 
yet, but it Is evident that their* re­ 
serves which had been trailing far 
behind the lines were brought for­ 
ward in large bodies. 
The indications for the present are 
that the principal enemy effort Is be­ 
ing made toward Chateau Thierry, 
but the development of the operation 
will, as usual, depend on the measure 
of success at any section of the line 
The allied staffs are absolutely con­ 
fident of their ability to hold their 
Une, and, although the Germans may 
advance at some points, their prog 
ress, it is declared, will be stayed just 
as soon as their intentions btcoim 
dear.

The French army commander con­ 
gratulated the Americans upon their 
\alor and success. 
At 11 vo o’clock in the evening the 
Germans were heavily shilling the 
American forcer^ but wore getting 
shell for shell in return, and their fire 
-e* mod to be diminishing. 
The Vaux district is comparatively 
calm now. 
On the American right 
heavy fighting is in progress. 
American machine gunners along 
the river assisted materially In break­ 
ing up the early boche plans, for they 
stuck to their posts and poured dead­ 
ly streams of bullets into the enemy 
and only withdrew* when their guns 
wore so hot they could not bo fired. 
One group of machine gunners hap­ 
pened to bo in a place whore the Ger­ 
mans wore anxious to erect a bridge, 
but their efforts wore fruitless. 
Tho 
American bullets piled up the Ger­ 
man dead on the opposite side of the 
river every time the enemy started 
to cross. 
It is clear that the German attack 
In the Vaux region completely broke 
down under the American counter at­ 
tack. 
Reports from Vaux imflcato that 
the Americans 
had 
advanced their 
lino in tills region In the face of the 
determined enemy attack. 
The ad­ 
vance extended a distance of approx­ 
imately TOO yards, but the Ameri­ 
cans subsequently withdrew to their 
original line 
for 
strategic reasons. 
Twenty-eight 
Germans 
wore

prisoner In this sector. 
The American barrage here broke 
up the enemy waves and drove them 
back in confusion. 
The attack came after a most vio­ 
lent bombardment of high explosives 
and gas shells throughout the night. 
The American troops sought shelter 
wherever It was available. 
When the 
enemy infantry appeared, the Ameri­ 
cans swarmed out and met the attack­ 
ers with a rain of machine gun bul­ 
lets. 
The American machine gunners lot 
tin* unemy come close to their posi­ 
tions and then opened a deadly fire 
into the advancing close formations 
of Germans. 
The Americans wore 
their gas masks as they fought. 
An enemy bombardment of towns in 
the* rear of the lines began shortly 
after six o’clock A, M. 
Heavy shells from German oavnl 
guns are falling in regions far behind 
tin» actual battle area, many of these 
projectiles having fallen in the city 
of Meuux, twenty-five miles from Cha­ 
teau Thierry. In many of these towns 
the German shell fire is constant, the 
projectiles being from 10 to 12 Inch 
naval guns. 
in their attack In the Marne front 
tin* Germans 
threw 
many 
bridges 
across the river. 
Over these the Ger­ 
mans passed under a withering lire 
from the artillery, their progress also 
being stayed by the machina gunners. 
The operation at Vaux appeared to 
be a feint, for soon after It began the 
Germans attacked all along the M arre,

CHAPTER X.—Continued. 


The knack of making fire with two 
pieces of dry wood I had often read 
about, but I had never put it to a test 
and for various reasons I concluded 
that IZ would be unsafe for me to 
build a fire even if I had matches. In 
the first place, there was no absolute 
need for it. 
I didn’t have anything 
to cook nor utensils to cook it in even 
if I had. 
While the air was getting 
to be rather cool at night, I was usu­ 
ally on the go at that time and didn’t 
notice it. 
In the daytime, when I 
was resting or sleeping, the sun was 
usually out. 
To have borrowed matches from a 
jJelgian peasant would have been feas­ 
ible, but when I was willing to take 
the chance of approaching anyone, it 
was just as easy to a sir for food as 
matches.

It the second place, it would have 
been extremely dangerous to have 
built a fire even if I had needed it. 
You can’t build a fire in Belgium, 
which is the most thickly populated 
country in Europe, without everyone 
knowing it, and I wa« far from anx- 
* lous to advertising my whereabouts. 
' 
The villages in tha* part , of Bel­ 
gium through which I was making my 
coursc were so close together that 
there was hardly ever an hour passed 
without my hearing some clock strike. 
Every village has its clock. 
Many 
times I could hear th« clocks striking 
in two villages at the same time. 
But the hour had very little interest 
to me. My program v * s to travel as 
fast as I could from sunset to sunrise 
and pay no attention to the hours in 
between, and in the Anytime I had 
only two things to worry about: keep 
concealed and get as much sleep as 
possible. 
The cabbage that I got in Belgium 
consisted of the small heads that the 
peasants had,not cut. Ajl the strength 
had concentrated in thes^ little head3 
and they would be as bitipr as gall. I 
would have to be pretty hungry to­ 
day before I could ever eat cabbage 
again and the same observation ap­ 
plies to carrots, turnips and sugar 
>eets—especially sugar beets. 
It is rather a remarkable thing that 
roday even a smell of turnips, raw or 
looked, makes me sick, and yet a few 
short months ago my life depended 
up on them. 
Right after night as I searched for 
food, I was always in hopes that 1 
might come upon some tomatoes or 
¿elery—vegetables 
which 
I 
really 
;iked, but with the exception of once, 
when I found some celery, I was never 
*o fortunate. 
I ate so much of the 
celery the night I came upon it that 
[ was sick for two days thereafter, 
but I carried several bunches away 
with rae and used to chew on it as I 
walked along. 
Of course, I kept my eyes open all 
the time for fruit trees, but apparently 
it was too late In the year for fruit, as 
ail that I ever was able to find were 
two pears, which I got out of a tree. 
That was one of my red-letter days, 
but I was never able to repeat it. 
In the brooks and ponds that I 
passed I often noticed fish of different 
kinds. 
That was either in the early 
morning J u s t before I turned In for 
the day, or on moonlight nights when 
the water seemed 'i\s clear in spots 
as in the daytime. It occurred to me 
that it would be a simple matter to rig 
a hook ard line and catch some fish, 
but I haii no means of cooking them 
and it was useless to fi^h for the sake 
of it. 
One night in Belgium my course 
took me through a desolate stretch of 
country which seemed to be absolutely 
uncultivated. 
I must have covered 
twelve miles during the night, without 
passing a single farm or cultivated 
field. 
My stock of turnips which I 
had picked the night before was gone 
and X planned, Of course, to get enough 
to carry me through the following 
day. 
The north Star was shining brightly 
that night and there was absolutely 
noth'uj; to prevent my steering an ab­ 
solutely cn*ect cuurse for Holland and 
Jiberty, 
my path seemed to lie 
through wjfl pastures, 
I'Vir to the 


east or to 
the west 
I could hear 
faintly the striking of village bells, 
and I knew that if I * changed my 
course I 
would 
undoubtedly strike 
farms and vegetables, but the North 
Star seemed to plead with me to' fol­ 
low it and I would not turn aside. 
When daylight came, 
the conse- 
ffuence was I was empty handed and I 
had to find a hiding place for the day. 
I thought I would approach the first 
peasant I came to and ask for food, 
but that day I had misgivings—a 
hunch—that I won! 1 get into trouble 
if I did, and I decided to go without 
food altogether for that day. 
It was a foolish thing to do, I found, 
because I not only suffered greatly 
from hunger all that day, but it inter­ 
fered with my sleep. I would drop off 
to sleep for half an hour, perhaps, 
and during that time I would dream 
that I was free, back home, living a 
life of comparative ease, and then I 
" would wake up with a start and catch 
a glimpse of the bushes surrounding 
pie, feel, the hard ground beneath me 
and the hunger pangs gnawing at my 
sides, and then I would realize how 
far from home I really was, and I 
would lie there and wonder whether 
I would ever really see my home 
apttin. Then I would fail asleep again 
and dream this time, perhaps of the 
diiys I spent in Courtrai, or my leap 
from the train window, of the Bava­ 
rian tfilot whom I sent to eternity in 
my last air light, of my tracer^bullets 
getting closer and closer to his head, 
and then I would wake up again with 
a start and thank the Lord that I was 
only dreaming it all again instead of 
living through it I* 
Th*t night I got an early start be­ 
cause I knew I had to have food, and 
I decided that rather than look for 
vegetables I would take a chance and 
apply to the first Belgian peasant 
whom I came to. 
It was about 8 o’clock when I came 
to a small house. 
I had picked up a 
heavy stone and had bound it in my 
handkerchief and I was resolved to use 
it as a weapon if it became necessary. 
After all I had gone through, I was 
resolved to win my liberty eventually 
at whatever cost. 
As It happened, I found that night 
the first real friend I had encountered 
in all my traveling. When I knocked 
timidly on the door, it was opened by 


potatoes and several slices of stale 
bread, and he warmed me some milk 
on a small oil stove. 
I ate ravenously and all the time I 
was engaged I know that he was eye­ 
ing me closely. 
Before I was half through he came 
over to me, touching me on the shoul­ 
der, and stooping over so that his lips 
almost touched my ear, he said in 
broken English. 
“You are an Eng­ 
lishman—I know it—and you can hear 
and talk if you wish—am I not right?” 
There wras a smile on his face and 
a friendly attitude about him that told 
me instinctively 
that 
he could be 
trusted, and 
I replied: “You 
have 
guessed right—only I am an Ameri­ 
can, not an Englishman.” 
He looked at me pityingly and filled 
my cup again with warm milk. 
His kindness and apparent willing­ 
ness to help me almost overcame me, 
and I felt like warning him of the 
consequences he would suffer if the 
Iluns discovered he had befriended 
me. I had -heard that twenty Belgians 
had been shot for helping Belgians 
to escape into Holland, and I hated 
to think what might happen to this 
good old Samaritan if the Iluns ever 
knew that he had helped an escaped 
American prisoner. 
After my meal was finished, I told 
him in as simple language as I could 
comuiand of some of the experiences 
I had gone through and I outlined my 
future plans. 
“You will never be able to get to 
Holland,” he 
declared, 
"without 
a 
passport. 
The nearer you get to the 
frontier the more German soldiers 
you will encounter, and without a 
passport you will be a marked man.” 
I asked him to suggest a way by 
which I could overcome the difliculty. 
He thought for several 
moments 
and studied me closely all the time— 
perhaps endeavoring to make abso­ 
lutely sure that I was not a German 
spy—aud then apparently deciding in 
my favor, told rae what he thought it 
was best for me to do. 
“If you will 
call 
on 
this man” 
(mentioning the name of a Belgian in 
-----:— , a city through which I had to 
pass), he advised, “you will be able to 
make arrangements wiih him to se­ 
cure a passport, and he will do every­ 
thing he can to get you out of Bel­ 
gium.” 
• 
He told me where the man in ques­ 
tion could be found and gave me some 
useful directions to continue my jour­ 
ney, and then he led me to the door. 
I thanked him a thousand times aud 
wanted to pay him for his kindness 
and help but he would accept nothing, 
lie did give me his name and you may 
be sure I shall never forget it, but to 
mention it here might, of course, re­ 
sult ^n serious consequences for him. 
When the v/ar is over, however, or the 
Germans are thrown out of Belgium, 
I shall make it my duty to find that 
kind Belgian if I have to go through 
again all that I have suffered already 
to do it.

CH4PTER XI. 


I Encounter German Soldiers. 
What the Belgian told me about 
the need of a passport gave me fresh 
cause for worry. 
Suppose I should 
run into a German sentry before I 
succeeded in getting one? 
I decided that until I reached the 
big city which the Belgian had men­ 
tioned—and which I cannot name for 
fear of identifying some of the people 
there who befriended me—I 
would 
proceed with the utmost precaution. 
Sinoe I had discarded my uniform 
and had obtained civijian clothes, I 
had not been quite as careful as I was 
a t first. 
While I had done my trav­ 
eling at night. 
I had not gone into 
hiding so early in the morning as 
before and I had sometimes started 
again before it was qfclte dark, rely­ 
ing upon the fact that I would prob­ 
ably be mistaken for a Belgian on his 
way to or from work, as the case 
might be. 
From now on, I resolved, 
however, 
I 
would 
take 
no 
more 
chances. 
That evening I cam* to a river per­ 
haps seventy-five yards wide and I 
was getting ready to swim it when I 
thought I would walk a little way to 
find, if possible, a better place to get 
to the river from the bank. I had not 
walked more 
than 
{i few hundred 
yards when I saw a boat. It was the 
first time I hud seen a boat In all my 
experiences. 
It was firmly chained, but as the 
stakes were sunk in the soft bank it 
was not much of a job to pull them 
out. 
I got in, drunk to my heart’s 
content, shoved over to the other side, 
got out, drove a stake into the ground 
and moored the boat. 
It would have 
been a simple m atter to have drifted 
down the river, but the river was not 
shown on the map and I had no idea 
where it might lead ijfc. Very reluc­ 
tantly, therefore, I J*ad to abandon 
the boat and proceed on foot. 
I made several miles that night and 
before daylight found a safe place in 
.which to hide for the day. From my 
hiding place I could see through the 
bushes a heavy thick wood only a 
short distance away. 
I decided that 
I would start earlier than usual, hurry 
over to the wood and perhaps, ia Unit 


way, I could cover two or three miles 
In the daytime and gain Just so much 
time. 
Traveling through the wood 
would be comparatively safe. 
There 
was a railroad 
going 
through the 
wood, but I did not figure that that 
would make It any the less safe. 
About three o’clock that afternoon, 
therefore, I emerged from my hldiug 
place and hurried Into the wTood. 
After proceeding for half a mile or 
so I came to the railroad. 
I took a 
sharp look in both directions and see­ 
ing no signs of trains or soldiers, I 
walked boldly ov?r the tracks aud 
continued on my way. 
I soon came upon a clearing and 
knew that someone must be living in 
the vicinity. As I turned a group of 
trees I saw a small house and iu the 
distance an old man working in a 
garden. I decided to enter the house 
and ask for food, figuring the woman 
would probably bo old and would be 
no match for me even if she proved 
hostile. 
The old woman who came 
to the door In response to my knock 
was older than I expected. 
If she 
wasn’t close to a hundred, I miss my 
guess very much. 
She could not speak English and 1 
could not speak Flemish, of course, 
but nevertheless I made her under­ 
stand that I wanted something to eat. 
She came out of the door and hol­ 
loed for her husband In a shrill voice 
that would have done credit to a girl 
of eighteen. 
The old man came in 
from the garden and between the two 
of them they managed to get the idea 
that I was hungry and they gave me 
a piece of bread—a very small piece— 
which was quite a treat. 
The house they lived In consisted of 
just two rooms—the kitchen and a 
bedroom. 
The kitchen was perhaps 
fourteen f.'et square, eight feet of 
one side leing taken up by an enor­ 
mous fireplace. What was In the bed­ 
room I h:’d no way of telling, as I 
did not d:.re to be too inquisitive. 
I made the old couple understand 
that I would like to stay in their house 
all night, but the old man shook his 
head. 
I bade them good-by and dis­ 
appeared into the wood*, leaving them 
to specul ite as to the strange for­ 
eigner th'*y had entertained. 
From the great density of the popu­ 
lation in this section through which I 
was now passing I realized that I 
must be in the outskirts of the big 
city which the Belgian had mentioned 
and where I was to procure a pass­ 
port. 
Village after village intercepted me, 
and altlu ugh I tried to skirt them 
wherever possible I realized that I 
would never make much progress if 
I eontinu *d that course. 
To gain a 
mile I would sometimes have to make 
a detour of two or three. 
I decided 
that I would try my luck in going 
straight through the next village I 
came to. 
As I approached it, I passed num­ 
bers of peasants who were ambling 
along the road. I was afraid to mingle 
with them because it was impossible 
for one to talk to them and it was 
dangerous to arouse suspicion even 
among the Belgians. 
For all I knew, 
one of them might be treacherous 
enough to deliver me to the Germans 
in return for the reward he might be 
sure of receiving. 
About 9 o’clock that 
evening I 
came to a point where ahead of me on 
the right was a Belgian police station 
—I knew it from its red lights—and 
on the other side of the street were 
two 
German 
soldiers 
in 
uniform 
leaning against a bicycle. 
nero was a problem which called 
for instant decision; if I turned back 
the suspicion * of the soldiers would 
be instantly aroused and if I crossed 
the road so as not to pass so closely 
to them they might be equally sus­ 
picious. 
I decided to march bravely 
hy the Huns, bluiT my way through 
and trust to# Providence. 
If anybody 
imagines, however, that I was at all 
comfortable as I approached these 
soldiers, he must think I am a much 
braver man than I claim' to be. 
My 
heart beat so loud I was afraid they 
would hear it. 
Every 
step 
I took 
brought me so much nearer to what 
might prove to be the end of all my 
hopes. It was a nerve-racking ordeal. 
I was now within a few feet of 
them. 
Another step and— 
They didn’t turn a huir! 
I passed 
right by them—heard what they were 
saying, although, of bourse, I didn’t 
understand it, and went right on. 
I 
can’t say I didn’t walk a little faster 
as I left them behind, but I tried to 
maintain an even gait so as not to 
give them any idea of the inward ex­ 
ultation I was experiencing. No words 
can explain, however, how relieved I 
really felt—to know that I had suc­ 
cessfully passed through the first of 
a series of similar tests which I real­ 
ized were In store for me—although 
I did not know then how soon I was 
to be confronted with the second. 
As it was, however, the incident 
gave me a world of confidence. 
It 
demonstrated to me that there was 
nothing In my appearance at any rate 
to attract the attention of the German 
soldiers. 
Apparently I looked like a 
Belgian peasant, and if could only 
work things so that I would never 
have to answer questions aud thus 


giro nway my nationality* I fla re d I 
would be toierat ly safe. 
As I marched along I frit so happy 
I couldn’t help humming :in air of one 
of the new patriotic songs that we 
used to sing at the airdrome back in 
Ypres. 
In this hnppy frame of mind I cov­ 
ered the next three miles In about an 
hour and then came to another little 
village. My usual course would lmve 
been to go around it—through fields, 
back yards, woods or whatever else 
lay In my way—but I had gained so 
much time by going through the last 
village Instead of detouring around 
It and my appearance seemed to be so 
unsuspicious that I decided to try the 
same stunt again. 
I stopped humming and kept very 
much on the alert, but apart from 
that, 
I walked boldly through the 
main street without any feeling of 
alarm. 
I had proceeded 
perhaps 
a mile 
along the main street when I noticed 
ahead of me three German soldiers 
standing at the curb. 
Again my heart started to beat fast, 
I must confess, but I was not nearly 
so scared as I had been an hour or 
so before. 
I walked ahead, determined to fol­ 
low my previous procedure iu every 
particular. 
I had got to about fifteen feet away 
from the soldiers when one of them 
stepped 
onto 
the 
sidewalk 
and 
shouted: 
“H aiti” 
My heart stopped beating fast—for 
a moment, I believe, it stopped beating 
altogether! 
I can’t attempt to de-

scribe my feelings. 
I thought that 
the jig was up—that all I had gone 
through and all I had escaped would 
now avail me nothing, mingled with 
the 
feeling 
of 
disgust 
with 
my­ 
self because of the foolish 
risk 
I 
had taken in going through the vil­ 
lage, combined to take all the starch 
out of me, and I could feel myself 
wilting as the soldier advanced to the 
spot where I stood 
rooted 
in my 
tracks. 
I had a bottle of water in one pocket 
and a piece of bread in the other, and 
as the Hun advanced to search me I 
held the bottle up in one hand and 
the piece of bread in the other so that 
he could see that was all I had. 
It occurred to me that he would 
“frisk” me— that is, feel me over for 
arms or other weapons, then place 
me under arrest and march me off to 
the guardhouse. 
I had not the slight­ 
est idea but that I was captured and 
there didn’t seem to be much use in 
resisting, unarmed as I was and with 
two other German soldiers within a 
few feet of us. 
Like a flash it suddenly dawned on 
me, however, that for all this soldier 
could have known I was only a Bel­ 
gian peasant and that his object in 
searching me, which he proceeded to 
do, was to ascertain whether I had 
committed the common “crime” 
of 
smuggling potatoes, 
The Belgians were allowed only a 
certain amount of potatoes, and it is 
against the laws laid down by the 
Iluns to deal in vegetables of any 
kind except under the rigid supervi­ 
sion of the authorities. 
Nevertheless, 
it was one of the principal vocations 
of the average poor Belgian to buy 
potatoes out in 
the country 
from 
peusants and then smuggle them Into 
the large cities and sell them clan­ 
destinely at a high price. 
To stop this tralllc Ui potatoes, the 
German soldiers were in the habit of 
subjecting the Belgians to frequent 
search, and I was being held up by 
this soldier for no other reason than 
that he thought I might be u potato 
smuggler! 
He felt of my outside clothes and 
pockets, 
and 
finding 
no 
potatoes 
seemed to be quite satisfied. 
Had he 
but known who I was lie could have 
earned an iron cross! Or, perhaps, in 
view of the fact that I had a heavy 
water bottle in my uplifted hand, it 
might have turned out to be a wooden 
cross! 
He 
said 
something 
in 
German, 
which, of course, I did not understand, 
and then some Belgian peasunts came 
along and seemed to distract his atten­ 
tion. 
Perhaps he Lad said: “It’s all 


right; you may go on," 
fet 
have been talking to the others l l 
Flemish* hut at any rate, observing 
that he was more interested In th# 
others than he was In me at the mo» 
ment, I put the bottle in my pocket 
and walked on. 
After I \\alked a few steps, I took® 
furtive glance backward and noticed 
the soldier who had searched me re» 
join his comrades at the curb and then 
stop another fellow who had come 
along, and tJien I disappeared in th# 
darkness. 
I cannot say that the outcome of 
this adventure left me In the sann* 
confident frame of mind that followed 
the earlier one. 
I was sure I had 
come out of it all right, but I could, 
not help thinking what a terribly close 
shave I had. 
Suppose the soldier had questioned 
me! 
The ruse I had been following 
in my dealings with the Belgian peas­ 
ants—pretending 
I was deaf 
and 
dumb—might possibly have worked 
here, too, hut a soldier—a German 
soldier—might not so easily have beea 
fooled. 
It was more than an even 
chance that it would have at least 
aroused his suspicion and resulted in 
further Investigation. 
A search of 
my clothing would have revealed a 
dozen things which would have estab­ 
lished my identity and all my sham­ 
ming of deafness would have availed 
me nothing. 
As I wandered along I knew that I 
was now 
approaching the 
big city 
which my Belgian friend had spoken 
of and which I would have to enter 
if I was to get the passport, and I 
realized now how essential it was to 
have something to enable me to get 
through 
the 
frequent 
examinations 
to which I expected to be subjected. 
While I was still debating in my 
mind whether It was going to be pos­ 
sible for me to enter the city that 
night, I saw in the distance what ap­ 
peared to he an arc light, and as 1 
neared It that was what it turned out 
to be. 
Beneath the light I could 
make out the forms of three guards, 
and the thought of having to go 
through the same kind of ordeal that 
1 I had just experienced filled me with 
misgivings, 
Was it possible 
that I 
could be fortunate enough to get by 
again? 
As I slowed up a little, trying to 
m ak e up my mind what was best to do, 
I w as overtaken by a group of Bel- 
glau women who were shuffling along 
the road, and 
I decided to 
mingle 
with them and >ee if 1 couldn’t convey 
the impression that 
I was 
one of 
their party. 
As we approached the arc light, tlio 
figures of those ih n v soldiers with 
their spiked helmets loomed before 
like a regiment. 
I felt as if I wer3 
walking right into the jaws of death. 
Kather than go through what was in 
store» for me, I felt that I would in­ 
finitely prefer to be lighting again in 
the air with 
tho.<e four desperate 
Iluns who had been the cause of my 
present 
plight—then, 
at 
least, 
1 
would have a chance to fight back, 
but now I had to risk my life and 
take what was coming to me without 
a chance to strike a blow In my own 
defense. 
I shall never forget my feelings a? 
we came within the shaft of light pro* 
Jected by that great arc light nor the 
faces of those three guards as we 
passed by them. I didn’t look directly 
at them, but out of the corner of my 
eye I never missed a detail. 
I held a 
handkerchief up to my face as we 
passed thoffi and endeavored to Iml- 
ti^e the slouching gait of the Belgian? 
as well as I could, and apparently it 
worked. 
We walked right by those 
guards and they paid absolutely no 
attention to us. 
If ever a fellow felt like going down 
on ills knees aud praying I did at that 
moment, but it wouldn’t have done to 
show my elation or gratitude in that 
conspicuous way. 
It was then well after 11 o’clock and 
I knew it would be unsafe for me to 
attempt to find a lodging place in tl^e 
city, and the only thing for me to do 
was to locate the man whose name the 
Belgian had given me. 
He had given 
me a good description of the street 
and had directed me how to get there, 
and I followed his instructions closely. 
After walking the streets for about 
half an hour, I came upon one of the 
landmarks my friend Wad described to 
me and ten minutes afterwards I was 
knocking at the door of the man who 
was to make it possible for me to reach 
Holland—and liberty! 
At least, that 
was what I hoped,

office. 
He found the thre.- bedrooms oc- 


cupied by the children disarranged. The 
thief had evidently made a tboro search 
there for the box of valuables, before go- 
ing to the unoccupied room, and the box 
was then taken downstairs where the con 
tents were inspected 
The empty box 


was there on l?riday morning when Mr 
Gibb went down. 
An empty bae which 


had contained about $100 was lying near 
by and a pocket book with a qantity o 
stamps of large denominations was also 
there. The one, two, and three cen' 
stamps were all stolen. The front dooi 
was standing open. It is the belief tba 
the thief entered by a window which was 
not fastened; and then left by the main 
entrance to the house. He had at least 
hours start before the theft was discover 
ed 


Mr. Gibb had received the $400 worth 


of War Savings Stamps only Thursday 
and he bad intended to send them out on 
Friday to patrons on the rural mail routes 
who had subscribed for them. Strangers 
were seen about the town on Thursday 
and it is the theory that possibly one 01 
these men saw Mr. Gibb take the tin bo> 
home and guessed that it contained valu 
ables.

their son would be on the way to rcco'.'crj' 
when they arrived there. "He died at 
Charnbersburg, however, at practically 
the same minute that they reached Get- 
tysburg. The operation for appendicitis 
was performed on Tuesday.

Powell, the soldier, was aged 27 years, 10 
months and 3 days lie leaves hia parents, 
his wife and one child. Their home is at 
Eavinia, a suburb of Chicago.

Japan and all—a total of 10,900,000 tons. Xothing like world domina- 
tion in that; just "liberality." 


Koumania must "place at the disposal of Germany 1,800,000 tons of 


petroleum.'" Certainly that isn't tribute; juct friendliness. 


And for America and the other allies this: "Those nations which 


attacked peaceful Germany must pay all war charges in raw materials, 
ships, ready money and territorial concessions, leaving Germany with only 
five billions national debt." Tribute ? Certainly not. Just a testimonial 
of appreciation of Germany's greatness and goodness—a forty or fifty 
billion dollar testimonial.

Americans! Have we forgotten some 


of the best foods we once knew? Are 
you using hoininy? Why not follow 
the example o£ our forefathers and use 
much of this good corn product? The 
first settlers of America learned from 
the Indians how to prepare the Indian 
corn for use. They removed the hulls 
from the dry grain by pounding it in 
a mortar with a pestle. The cracked 
corn they called by the Indian name 
'hominy." 
Hominy become one of 


their staple foods without which they 
•would often have gone hungry. They 
cooked it in huge iron kettles bung 
over the bit rang log's iu the open fire- 
place. 


They also learned to remove the 


germ and hull from the corn by boiling 
the grain with lye and then washing 
thoroughly. They sometimes called 
this product "hulled corn" but it is now 
more often called "lye hominy." 


There ara several kinds of hominy 


on the market. If you do not kno.v 
how good they arc, try them and find 
out, advises the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


The coar-jo hominy, samp, or pearl 


hominy.—This is much like the hominy 
the pioneers used. The grain is split 
to remove the germ, bulled and pol- 
ished by muchine, y. It is much used, 
particularly in UIF- central and eastern 
states. It is worth using everywhere. 


The fine hominy or hominy griis.— 


This is made by grinding the coarse 
hominy. Grits are excellent served as 
a vegetable much as rice is u^ed. Grits 
are also used in many parts of the 
country as a breakfast food. 


L,ye hominy.—Lye hominy is me do 


at home by many and al^o made com- 
mercially by boiling the irrain in lye or 
potash until the germ will come out 
and then washm-; out the lye. In 
-many places it may be oought in bulk, 
and is also sold canned. It may be 
dried for future use cr- canntii at 
home.

CHEAPER POULTRY I! 


(Prepared bv the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


The demand for wheat for human 


consumption necessitates that it be 
used as economically and sparingly 
as possible for feeding animals and 
chickens. 
Some "just as good" ra- 


tions which contain no wheat have 
been tried out in egg laying tests by 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture, and excellent results have* 
been secured. 
Thirty laying hens, to 


which wlieatless rations were fed, ' 
produced in the two years covered 
by the test on an average of 147.3 
eggs for the pullet year, and 121 eggs 
during the second year. 
This com- 


pares favorably with egg yields se- 
cured on other rations containing 
wheat, and therefore more expensive. 


The whcatless ration is also being 


tried on a pen of Bufc Orpington pul- i 
lets and during the past teu months 
they have laid on an average of lll.d 
eg^s, a very good yield for this pe- 
riod. 


Tho whcailess ration used was as 


fellows: 


Scratch mixture — Two pounds of 


cracked corn, one pound of osls. 


Dry Mash—Three pounds of corn- 


meal, one pound of beef scrap. 


The scratch mixture was fed spar- 


ingly, the hens being permitted to eat 
about as much of it as of the dry 
mash. During the two-year test the 
hens were provided with free range 
where they could pick a variety of 
jjrooii feed. 
Leghorn pullets were 


used and ii. was found that it took 
4.G poxim!-; of feed to produce a dozen 
e^crs. Fifty-two pounds of grain was 
consumed by oacli pullet annually, 
and of this amount twenty-six pounds 
was from the scratch mixture. When 
wheat is omitted from the ration it is 
advisable to feed more beef scrap. 
Laying hens should have a good sup- 
ply of protein, and the additional beef 
scrap supplies this essential in one of 
tho cheapest form-*. 


Cotton seed meal tised to replace 


half tho beef scrap in the mash has 
ghon pood results on the government 
poultry farm and has had no bad ef- 
fect on the quality of the ejrgs. Where 
cotton seed meal replaced all ihe beef 
scrap the resulls were unsatisfactory 
both in number aiul ouality of eggs.

the Medical Review of Reviews. Mr. 
Stefansson asserts bathing is purely 
an esthetic principle and that the 
value of cleanliness to health has not 
been established by the medical prac- 
titioners. 


Mr. 
Stefansson's 
pronouncement 


will be greeted with jubilation by the 
elements which possess an ingrown, 
dislike for hydrogen and oxygen in 
proportions of two to one. It has been 
accepted as dogmatic by the Mexican 
pelados for years, who as a religions 
function, bathe only on St. John's 
day, 
which is celebrated early in May. 


"Much of what the ordinary practi- 


tioner tells you about 'bathing for 
health' is either not yet demonstrated 
as true or else is demonstrably un- 
true," declares Mr. Stefansson. 
"The 


fact is that, according to the point of 
view, cleanliness is a matter of esthet- 
ics or else of taboo observance rather 
than of health." 


The explorer makes an apology in 


-the article for his attack on medical 
orthodoxy by declaring he has been 
divorced from medical books and jour- 
nals for more than ten years. Mr. 
Stefanssoa wrote the treatise while 
in the arctic region in 1910. He was 
reported as dangerously ill from ty- 
phoid fever on Herschel island.

Miss Beulah Af mor haa been in one of 


the American hospitals helping to nun* 
the United State* Matinee who were 
wounded in the recent Leavy righting. 
She tells of their wooderfal courage and 
their eacernee* to get back into line. In 
• letter dated June 16 and received at her 
home in Gettysburg, lent week, she eaya: 
We have been very busy here up until 
yesterday and to day. It is the moat pa- 
thetic thing to see tbeee boys coming in, 
eome of them shot almost to piece*. We 
have two operating teams here and the 
first few days after our arrival we were 
busy night and day. Now I am on duty 
from 12 noon until 12 midnight, BO I will 
not hav« more than 12 hours duty. We 
have eeven of our doctors, five nurses and 
four boy*, in our two teams. One of the 
boys with us is George Bnyder, from New 
Oxford, you know he is the boy \rith our 
unit. Our Marines certainly deserve all 
the praise and credit in the world for the 
way they are fighting and for their brav- 
ery. And they just won't give up; the 
majority of them will usually ask when 
they can get back to the trenches, wheu 
their wounds are perfectly terrible now. 
I do feel BO sorry for the poor boys. Last 
night we had an air raid but it didn't do 
much damage, it just sort of keeps you 
under a nervous strain at the time being. 
I think the French are putting up very 
good fights in the air."
